It is also stated that one firm of 
that city has sent orders to Scotland for i>0 
small steam engines instead of giving the or- 
der here, for fear Ihe slrikers wil! inlerfcro 
with the prompt peiformauce of the contract. 


Aboul scvciitr-iTghl of Sleinway'a work- 


men have resumed work, leaving only sixty 
ringloiders of the strike at that factory, still 
on strike. It is imported that the strikers 
among the piano workmen held a secret
